Died, at Calcutta, on Tuesday even­ 
ing, the 23d Sept. 1806, J a m e s M u r - 
h a y , Esq. late a M ajor m the servico 
of Holkar. H e was a m olt amiable man, 
and an intrepid soldier. H i had* during 
a long career of konOrable service, ac­ 
quired a handsome fortune, and was on 
m e eVe of his departure to hii native 
land, to enjoy in dignified repose the 
hard-earued fruits of *his dangers and 
toils. 
But. alas 1 D eath, whom he had 
so often faced, and never feared, b f a 
sudden and Unexpected attack, cut hii^ 
off in the prim e Of his d ay s; and, on 
W ednesday m orning, he V&s committed 
to the silent grave, a, melancholy in­ 
stance of the vanity of human expect­ 
ations, possesions and I onours.— >ome 
of his late companions in arm s attended 
|iis funeral, and bedewed his sod with 
manly tears, warm from congenial and 
affectionate hearts* 
* 


M ajor M u r r a y * a s a native* of 
N orth-A m erica. 
T h e ships of the U* 
nited States lying in the rivet*had Uicfr 
flags hoisted half-mast, during the day*, 
as a tribute of respect to the m em ory of 
their brave countryman. 


T he following circum stances relating 
to this gentlem an; have been com muni­ 
cated to the editors of this G azette, (or 
publication, by a gentlem an who arrived 
here in the Juliana, from Calcutta. 


“ M ajor M u r k a y was a native of 
N e w p o r t , State of Rhode-lsland : his 
real name was L il l i b h id g k ; why he 
assum ed the name of M u r r a y is not 
known------- At an early age he left his 
relation^ in oonsequenc^ of some ill» 
treatm ent he bad reced ed from Some 
one bf them , and went to sea. 
After a 
num ber of voyages, he arrived at lia n - 
quebar, on the Coast of Coromandel, a* 
bout the year 1790, where he formed 
the resolution of j*oing into the interior, 
for the purpose of entering intq/tjie ser* 
vice of som e one of tho petty, ptinces, 
who at that period w ere particularly de­ 
sirous of having E uropeans As officers, 
to com mand thek' troops. /T h is reso­ 
lution he accom plished, fa company 
with another person, (whpse name is 
not known,} w ith som e ¿iffitculty, as 
they had to pass th e post/ then possess­ 
ed by the E nglish, who \fere extrem ely 
vigilant to prevent Europeans going in­ 
to tho country.— T h e We Which L i l l i - 
BBtfDOE now led, reqsired a constiiu- 
iron as robust as he possessed } an in­ 
vincible co d rag e; asd a pretence of 
! m ind, -which ho dauger could appal— 
[ it is well-known w |at species of petty 
warfare has for m afy years existed al­ 
m ost unremittin&ir, in the vast Penin­ 
sula of India: th# continual jarring ol 
in te rests; the jea/oUsy of various small 
powers of each ftlier f joined with the 
iatrigues of the, Europeans, who h»vc 
alternately beltf possessions on the 
C o a st; have nw<Jc that unhappy country 
the seat of rapine, desolation, and <v*r. 
It was in the sfrvice Of the M ahrattas, 
that L il l i Biuefe becam e noted for his 
superior bravery. 
W ith these people 
he continued »eftrly 15 years, traversing 
the country from Cape Comorin to the 
frontiers of Persia.— In the service ol 
H olkart the-celebrated C hief -of the 
M ahrattas, L i l l i b r i d g e , who was now 
called M u r HAY, beeamp first known 
to the B ritish, by saving, at the most 
em inent risk of his own lue, the lives 
oi som e of their Officers, who had fallen 
into H o lk arV hands, and who had or­ 
dered them toibc put to the sword*— 
It was shortly after this business, that 
be quitted tke service of Holkar^ and 
raised a num ber of cavalry iu his own 
nam e, w ith which he took possession of 
a district o f 
Bcf^wi he attuiced 


this, he had experieooatf e v e rf revets«, 
that such tn tm deit^ciog «wild b* sub­ 
ject to, being at m m « a « 
htad <*f 


only 7 or 8 men; not m oré thkn h a li 
arm ed. 
W hen the w arb ro k e yúí, be* 
twetfn the British undScm dcah; in which 
H olkw asllstrd the latter» M u m y im« 
mediately proclaimed the British go* 
vernm ent in the purl of th* country 
w here hb was, and joined L ord Lake** * 
with ubout roOO horse. 
It w nt at 
' 
period that M arquis W elle sly isatieU 
the proclamation; recalling ail B ritish 
subjects from the service o f th e nativ# 
princes, under the penally, In case the# 
did not come in, of being treated as trat* 
tora, should they afterwards he m ade 
prisoner». 
M urriy fcould not be esti* 
mated as one included in the proclam»* 
tion, which by those whom it did include 
and who could escape from their differ* 
ent situations; was imm ediately obeyed* 
—£ rv o ral tn the service of Hot fear, who 
were *so unfortunate as not to get away, 
were m urdered by him. 


“ Murray com ing in under different 
circum stances from the other, was tr eat­ 
ed by the British G eneral with greater 
consideration, and there was seldom a 
dangerous servite in which he Was not 
em ployed, remaining still w ith the Coot» 
maud of the cavalry he brought w ith 
him 
A t the siege of Bhiu tpore, w here 
the British army lost nearly 10,000 m^ft 
in four attem pts to storm , M urray waá 
in continual action, and obtained tho 
charac er of the best partisan officer in 
the arm y.— Holkar was outside o fth o 
British with To or 80,000 h o n e , and 
the signal of assault on the foftress by 
the British, was the signal for the attack 
on the outside. 
he events of that siege 
are but ittle known, as the British k ep t 
them ae 'ret. 
It was certainly a m ost 
bloody bt.Mftess, end shewed but little 
generalship or even common sense, on 
the part of Loi -I Lake. 


“ At the cone.'usion of the war, M ur», 
ray, who had accum ulated a handsomto 
fortune, determ ined on returning hom e, 
and for this p u r p le rem itted his funda 
to Calcutta, and repaired there himself. 


•He was but little satisfied with the 
rew ards he had m et from th e ^British 
governm ent in India, for services w hich 
w ere certainly of em inent utility. 
H e 
had. been made a nom iaal m ajor in th« 
service, and received permission to m* 
(urn to America, with h a l f - p a y I t« 
declared to the w riter of these particu« 
lars, thut it was his intention to retura 
again t« India, if he could get a few 
brave fellows to jdin him ; a tew such« 
landing on an unfrequented part of th» 
coast', and jo ttin g into the interior, a* 
mong the M ahrattas, would be sufficient 
to shake the British em pire in India to 
its centre. It is to the character of thi§ 
man and two or three other Amei icana 
who have signalized them selves in ltyft 
dia, that we owe the honor of being in­ 
cluded in tbe treaties between the Bri* 
tish government and €ihdeoh and Hoi* 
kaa, by one of the articles of which, th » 
two latter expressly stipulate to engagt» 
no Americans in their ssrvice. 


M A few days before M u« a AY was to 
em harfcJor A m erica, a fall trom hi* 
horse caused an internal rupture,w hich, 
being ignorantly tro au d , ended in a 
mortification in his Dowels and in death. 
^ “ M ajor M urray was of middling sta­ 
ture, his countenance was good ; his 
person well form ed ; his agility was 
rem arkable— he was supposed to be 
the best horseman in In d ia; unexcelled 
in the use of the biipad-sword. 
T h ere 
was an instance of his being attacked 
when aloue, by seven Mahruitu horse­ 
m en, three of whom he killed, and 
effected his escape from the other 
four.— He was extrem ely m odest on 
the subject of his own exploits, scarce- 
ly ev er speaking of th e m ; and when 
he ilid speak of any of tho scenes ho 
had been in, he was seldom the hero 
of his-ei^t) tale. H e was strongly attach­ 
ed to J y s countrym en—the name oi 
Artierinm aloue was sufficient for him ; 
and many of his countrym en, perfert 
strangers to him. 
experienced hi» 
liberality in the loans of considerable 
sums.

M y dear 5ir— I will make no apolo­ 
gy for my delay in answering your en­ 
quiry some time since made, because 1 
could offer none which would satisfy 
myself — I pray you only to believe that 
it proceeded from any thing, rather than 
want of rcspect or regard.— 1 shull now 
comply with your request- 


The highest-ioned propositions which 
I madö in the convention, were for a 
Pretiidont, Senate and Judges, during 
good behaviour ; a House of Represent­ 
atives for three yeara.—Tbough I would 
have enlarged the legislative power of 
the general government, yet 1 never 
couicmplaicd the aboliiion of tf.e slate 
governments } but on the contrary, they 
were, in some particulars, constituent 
parts of iny plan. 


This plan was, in my conception, con­ 
formable with the strict theory of a go­ 
vernment purely republican 1 the essen­ 
tial criteria of which are, that the prin­ 
cipal organs of tho Executive and Le­ 
gislative departmeiitf, be elected by the 
people, and hold their offices by a re- 
spoiiTiiÜe and temporary or defeasible 
nature. 


A vote was taken on the proposition 
respecting the Executive. 
Five slates 
were in favor of i t ; among thase, Vir­ 
ginia ; and though, from the manner of 
voting by delegations, individuals were 
not distinguished, it was morally certain, 
from thc known situa^on of the Virgi 
id memberi, (six in number, two of 
tucm Mason and Randolph, profoiiS# 
popuhi* doctrines) Üiat Madison mu 
have concurred in the Vote of V irgi­ 
nia; thus, iflkinned against repubii 
canism,Mr. Madison was not less guilty. 


I may truly then say,that 1 never pro­ 
posed either a President or Senate for 
life i and that I neither recommended 
nor meditated thc annihilation of the 
Slate Governments. 


And 1 may add^ that in tbe course of 
( iscussions in the convention, neither 
tbe propositions thrown out for dobatt 
nor even those voted in the earlier stages 
of deliberation, were considered as evi­ 
dences of a definitive opinion in tho pro­ 
poser or voter. 
It appoai cd to me to be 
in some sort underslood, that, with a 
view to free investigation, experimenüil 
propositions might be made, which were 
to be received merely as sug|;e8tion8 for 
consideration. 
Accordingly it is a fact, 
that my final opinion wasagwnstan Ex 
ccutive during good behaviour, on uc- 
count of the encreased danger tg the 
public tranquillity, incident lo the elec­ 
tion of a magistrate of this degree of 
permanency. In the plan of a constitu­ 
tion which I drew up while the conven­ 
tion was sitüng, and which I communi- 
caled to Mr, Madison about the close of 
it, perhaps a day or two after, the office 
of president has no greater duration, 
than for three years.
